This was confirmed by Scull. 
PRD zoning 

There are at least two routes by 
which the development of the housing 
can acquire the proper zoning. 

One is to adopt Planned Residential 
Zoning, (PRD). PRD was voted 
down, in the annual town meeting, 
losing by 13 votes. It had been 
proposed by the planning board. 

George Hooper of the housing 
authority declared that he would not 
be the.one to propose PRD zoning to 
the town meeting. “There is going to 
be a lot of controversy," he declared. 

Hooper was taken to task by Lou 
Maglio of the planning board. ‘For a 
person who sits on the housing 
authority, I would think you would 
support PRD" Maglio said. “The 
people in Wilmington want PRD" 

Hooper: “I am not against PRD. I 
just do not want to use the little old 
ladies and the little old men to bring it 
into Wilmington.” 

Maglio: “We have three months of 
work here, for the planning board. I 
hope it is with housing authority 
support." 

Bill Hooper of the planning board 
reminded the speakers that there 
could bea ‘double barrel approach." 
He was referring to the use of the 
Board of Appeals or possibly the use 
of Chapter 774. “‘Should we bust our 
guts?” asked Bill Hooper. 

Scull said that undoubtedly both the 
housing authority and- the planning 
board need PRD zoning. He had 
however, a skeptical approach. 

Scull pointed out that if the town 
meeting were to approve PRD zoning 
there could still be a half year delay 
The town clerk, he said, has 15 days to 
notify the attorney general. The 
attorney general has 90 days to ap- 
prove. After that there is another 90 


day period, during which anyone can 
appeal to the attorney general, 

“That means we would start con- 
struction next spring” Scull said. 

Scull seemed to prefer a Board of 
Appeals hearing. 

Chapter 774 

Chapter 774 was discussed. That 
law is better known as Snob Zoning. It 
is administered, as a part of Chapter 
40B, by the (state) Department of 
Community Affairs. 

Chapter 774 is set up by the DCA in 
communities that are unable to 
provide low and moderate housing. 

Selectman Bob Cain pointed out 
that, to get a Chapter 774 housing 
project ‘someone has to initiate 774,"" 
George Hooper said the housing 
authority can do it. 

Cain: “If you can get it through the 
town meeting.” 

George Hooper: “Every case like 
that, where it gets turned down by the 
town meeting, eventually winds up 
with the state, and eventually gets 
built.” 

Scull pointed out that sometimes 
the cases get quite protracted. “If 
you get a case that lasts two years, at 
some point in time it can get dropped. 
It gets too expensive.” 

The discussion continued, but there 
was no vote Tuesday night on the part 
of the planning board.

Dear Larz: 

I would like to second the -sen- 
timents express by Mr. Wiberg in last 
week's Town Crier and add a few 

* comments related to the Special Town 
Meeting on June 9. 

I too felt discouraged by what I 
witnessed at that Town Meeting. 
Although the meeting was indeed well 
attended, my general impression was 
that many of the people in attendance 
were not interested in listening to the 
pros and cons related to Contract 6, 
the extension of the sewer line to 
North Wilmington. 

As for the “solidly submitted in- 
formation” that was given to the 
voters, there were individuals at the 
town meeting who were prepared to 
dispute some of those “facts,” but 
who did not because they believed 
that it would be an exercise in futility 
given the mood of many of those in 
attendance who made it clear that 
they were not interested in discussing 
the issues, 

I am, however, in agreement with 
one of the points in Mr. DeRoy’s letter 
of June 18, Many of the town boards 
and commissions do work hard, 
providing many hours of unpaid 
service to the town. Their efforts are 


appreciated. Because most of these 
board members hold full-time jobs, 
however, the amount of time which 
they can devote to future planting is 
somewhat limited, and the long range 
consequences of various actions are 
not always considered, 

Despite the optimism of Mr. DeRoy 
and others, I remain convinced that 
extensive industrial development in 
North Wilmington will have a 
negative impact on the town in the 
future. The only hope now is that the 
town boards and commissions will try 
to anticipate future problems and 

engage in long range planning to 
minimize that negative impact. 

While it may be true that industry 
produces benefits in the form of taxes 
and jobs, extensive industrial 
development also has its costs in 
terms of the environment and the 
quality of life in a town. The fact is 
that we do have some serious en- 
vironmental problems in Wilmington 
already. It is my hope that the 
citizens of this town will insist that 
adequate safeguards be adopted so 
that further damage can be 
prevented.

Two weeks~ago Pete Peters, tree 
warden of Tewksbury saw some 
gypsy moth caterpillars, near 

Tewksbury square, and in the western 
part of Tewksbury. It was the first of 
those caterpillars Pete has seen in 22 
years. About the same timc Tom 
Sullivan, tree warden of Wilmington 
became aware of a heavy infestation 
of the caterpillars, in the west side of 
Wilmi 


‘ilmington. 

Sullivan has been doing some 
sprayit, although, he says, it is late 

the season. Peters hasn't so far. 
this fall, Sullivan says, if he has 
enough money, he intends to use 
creosote, to kill the eggs in the egg 
masses the females lay in the trees. 
Peters is going to look around first, 
before he makes up his mind. He feels 
that perhaps there will be only a few 
to be found. 

The oak trees of Ed Reynolds, at the 
corner of Swain Road and Burlington 
‘Avenue in Wilmington are veritably 
infested with the gypsy moth cater- 
pillar. There are a lot of small 
crumbly bits of leaves on. the 
driveway, dropped by the hairy 
monsters, and other droppings as 
well. Reynolds has been using 
creosote for several days now, 
painting the caterpillars every time it 
is possible. 

The gypsy moth caterpillars are 
larger than those called the tent 
caterpillar. They have, too, distinc- 
tive red spots oni their back. They are 
now getting ready to pupate. That is 
an intermediate stage, between being 
a caterpillar and being a moth.

In a few weeks more the moths will 
appear. The male is brown and white, 
and flies around looking for females. 
‘The female is all white, and just stays 
in one place, waiting for the males. 

Later there will be egg masses, on 
the trees, They will appear on the 

ks, and the pine trees, and on other 
trees 

Egg masses are light tan in color, 
and slightly less in size than a 
quarter. Each egg mass, which is 
oval shaped, has about 500 eggs. 

Sixty years ago, in Wilming! e 
then tree warden, Oliver McGrane, 
hada crew of men who went around in 
the fall and winter and painted the 
gypsy moth egg masses, in the trees. 
They used creosote. They had small 
brushes, to apply the creosote. The 
brushes were at the end of 30 foot 
bamboo poles. 

Tom Sullivan still has three of those 
bamboo poles. 

If he can get the money to buy 

creosote this fall he will do so. He will 
try, he says, to give a small amount to” 
any home owner who wants to paint 
out the egg masses of the gypsy moth, 
on his ty. 
Sullivan feels that is the best way to 
get rid of the gypsy moth. It worked 
years ago, for Oliver McGrane, and it: 
should work now. Just don't use too! 
much, Sullivan says, for creosote is 
not good for the trees,

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Redevelopment authority 
has new developer 


The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority and the Wilmington 
Planning Board are determined to get 
the Jewell Drive project going again. 
Jewell Drive, off Eames Street, is a 
redevelopment of waste lands, under 
the provisions of a state law, and one 
that is done by the members of 
the Redevelopment Authority. 

The project was voted some years 
ago by the town meeting, after having 
been sponsored by the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce. Thirty-three 
acres of land which had paid no taxes 
for years; was taken by eminent 
domain and is being developed into an 
industrial park. The land is now 
paying thousands of dollars a year, in 
taxes, to the town. 

But the project ground toa halt last 
winter, perhaps as a reflection of the 
economic climate. The planning 
board reluctantly revoked the bond 
deposited by the developer. It is 
worth about $60,000. All work stopped. 

‘That,bond is now being held by the 
own Manager, pending several 
decisions. 

The two committees met in the 
Town Hall on Monday evening. Both 
boards felt that a decision as to action 
was due from the Town Manager, who 
is the person who holds the bond 
revoked by the planning board. 

The problem wa8 defined by Lou 
Maglio of the Planning Board. It was, 
he said, to get the executive office and 
the town counsel to move on the 
problem. Both, he realized, had been 
busy because of the town meeting and 
then the special town ee 

Carl Backman of the Redevelop- 
ment: Authority agreed. He had 
talked with the town manager, who 
had said that he could do nothing until 
the special town meeting was out of 
the way. Arnold Blake, also of the 
planning board, agreed that action 
was due, because of “increasing 
costs," 

There are many problems, having 
to do with finances and with con-

struction. Two of the driveways to 
existing buildings are not up to 
project level. The Conservation 
Commission believes there was never 
a hearing before their board. The 
Redevelopment wants to extend 
Jewell Drive, but the first ap 
proved by the planning |, has not 
been completed. Underground 
wiring, to be installed by Reading 
Light, has not been done, and there is 
a question of costs. Other bills, 
presumably, remain unpaid. 

The Marteg Corporation of 
Pawtucket, Rhode Island, seeks to 
further develop Jewell Drive. The 
company had been a construction 
contractor on some of the buildings 
already built. 

Marteg seeks to further extend 
Jewell Drive, 80 as to open more land 
for development. The land in the 
direction of the Woburn City line can 
be reached, with an addition to the 
length of Jewell Drive. The land 
westerly of Jewell Drive would be

The peas that Nick and the family 
had for dinner were Burpee’s Alaska. 
Besides peas he has growing 
tomatoes, broccoli, spinach (some 
already has been on the family table), 
Romaine lettuce, potatoes, egg plant, 
Peppers, cucumbers, and summer 
and butternut squash, all in a little 
over 300 square feet. 

He prefers Burpee's seeds, and has 
in the cellar a table with electric 
lights, for early planting of seeds. He 
also has, against the house, a small 
cold frame, which faces south, and in 
which he puts his plants for a week or 
80, before planting them in the gar- 
den. 

Bob Peters, of course, is the well 
known Town Accountant of 
Wilmington, a job he has held for the 
past 29 years. Bob just loves back 
yard gardening. Every day, he says, 
when he gets home, he ee a half 
hour to an hour in the back yard, 
gardening and doing odd jobs. 

Saturdays - well that’s a different 
matter. Golf, to Bob, is a very serious 
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matter on Saturdays. 
Bob too, starts his seeds in the 
cellar, under electric lights. 


Everything in the garden, he says, 
was started in the cellar. 

When the Town Crier got to the 
Peters home last Saturday afternoon 
he was just finishing the picking of 
some white kohirabi, for supper. 

Bob has about 600 square feet of 
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Garden. He is growing, this year, 
onions, peas, potatoes, zucchini, 
summer squash, and butternut and 
acorn squash.

Mr. Kohler, a graduate of 
Wilmington High School and North 
Shore mmunity College is em- 
ployed in the construction industry, 

An October wedding is planned. 
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The Walker School of Wilmington 
closed its doors during the third week 
of June 1980, and it is said, will never 
again be used as a school. Built in 
1896 it had served the town for 84 
years. 

It is one of three schools in 
Wilmington to be named after a 
person, The Whitefield School, 
possibly may be said to have been 
named for the Whitefield Elm, but 
that was named for the Rev. George 
Whitefield. The Swain School, built as 
a high school in 1915, was named for 
two sisters, natives of Wilmington, 
who each taught for a lifetime in 
Wilmington schools. 

Strange though it may seem, the 
Walker School was the second of its 
name in Wilmington. 

There is no record in Wilmington of 
the first schdol - just tradition. ‘The 
first town meeting, in 1730, was held, 
according to tradition, in a school 
house at or near the northwest corner 
of the present Main Street and Butters 
Row. és 


By delving into the history of 
Woburn one can find a reference to a 
School house, at that site, It had no 
name, but was called “the school by 
Deacon Walker's.” It was, with 
absolutely no doubt, the first school in 
Wilmington. 

There is much more to the story. 

Deacon Samuel Walker, the second 
Deacon Samuel Walker of Woburn, 
was born in that town in 1668, and 
married a girl named Judith Howland 
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The school in the Maple Meadow Plain 


on June 1, 1689. His grandfather, 
Capt: Richard Walker, born in 
England, had emigrated to Lynn 
about 1630. 

Deacon Samuel lived in the Maple 
Meadow Plain, in that part of Woburn 
known as Goshen. That home, it is 
quite evident, was either the present 
home of Stanley and George Webber 
or another which stood nearby. The 
writer leans to the idea that the 
Webber home is the Walker home. He 
cannot prove it, however. 

Stanley Webber has researched 
that home back to 1733. There was, 
however, at least one more, a 
perhaps a third home in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Webber home. 

Three families can be named as 
having lived at or near the prrsent 
corner of Main Street and Butters 
Row, in the early 1700s, Possibly only 
two lived there at one time. Possibly 
there were three homes, 

The Ebenezer Pierce family built a 
home there in 1716, This home, in the 
early 1800s was moved, by oxen, to its 
present site at 47 Middlesex Avenue. 
It is now the home of Ann and Bruce 
Belason,. It is one of the oldest houses 
in town, but probably was not the 
Walker home. 

The Benjamin Harnden family 
lived near that corner about 1735. He 
was said to be a house carpenter. Did 
the Harnden family live in the Pierce 
home, or was there a third home at 
that corner 

Captain Samuel was still in the 
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Walker home at that time. It would 
thus seem the Webber home is the old 
Walker home. If such is the case it is 
the fourth oldest home in Wilmington. 

(Of course it was, in the 1860s, the 
home of Asa Sheldon, ‘Wilmington 
Farmer’. 

The first child, on record, to have 
been born in that home was Samuel, 
born Sept. 3, 1694. He became Captain 
Samuel. His brother Timothy was 
born July 27, 1705, and, it is recorded, 
taught in the Woburn Schools. 

Timothy, as did many of the Walker 
family, attended Harvard College. 
He became, in 1730, the Rev. Timothy 
Walker, and in the same year that 
Wilmington was founded, he was 
named the minister of the new 
church, in the new town of Pen- 
nacook, New Hampshire. Pennacook, 
after a few years, became Concord, 
New Hampshire, and it evidently is 
celebrating its 250th anniversary in 
the same year as Wilmington. He 
died in Nashua in 1782, at the age of 


78. 

In 1705, when Timothy was born, the 
town of Woburn was having difficulty 
about schools. Every town in the 
Colony had to have a school, and 
Woburn did not. 

The Grand Jury considered the 
case. Presumably that was a Mid- 
dlesex Grand Jury, anyway, it was a 
Grand Jury. The town of Woburn was 
warned - get a school, or somebody 
will pay for it! The writer has not 
seen the actual message, but that was

Three score and 10 years is the life of man. The Walker School 
lasted four score and four. 

Built in 1896, and presumably named after a Wilmington member 
of the Walker family, it was built on a country lane, and beside it was 
the blacksmith shop of John Tilley. In front was the cranberry bog of 
the famed Mrs. Dr. Frances Hiller. 

Seven years after it was built this school saw the funeral cortege of 
Mrs. Hiller make its way to Wildwood Cemetery. The children were 
let out of school to watch. 

The blacksmith shop is long gone, and a police station stands on j 
the site. The cranberry bog is gone, and has become Rotary Park, a ' 
playground for children. 

There are many of the former students still in Wilmington. One of 
the teachers is noteworthy: Gertrude Allgrove of Woburn Street was 
a teacher there three score and six years ago. 
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It is now the home of Mr and Mrs Stanley Webber.

The Walker story ranges from a 
man who was a selectman in Woburn

Captain Richard Walker settled in 
Lynn in 1630. His son Samuel, known 
as the First Deacon Samuel, lived in 
Woburn, and was a brewer and tavern 
keeper. Samuel was elected a 
selectman of Woburn, during the 
reign of Charles II. 

Samuel’s grandson was the second 
Deacon Samuel, and he was the first 
to live in what is now Wilmington, 
later moving to Burlington. 


Captain Timothy Walker, (the sixth 
generation) lived in the Walker House 
on Shawsheen Avenue. That house, 
which burned in the 1950s, was known 
for many years in Wilmington as the 
Alden Eames house. Timothy, in 
command of the Wilmington company 


of Militia, marched on Concord Day. 
He later attained the rank of Major. 
He was treasurer of Wilmington for 
many years, and served in many 
capacities. 

The accomplishment of which he 
seemed to be the most proud was 
being elected the Deacon of the 
Congregational Church. This hap- 
pened in the early 1800s. 

Deacon Timothy Walker, to give 
him the title he preferred, married 
Eunice Brewster of Duxbury. One of 
their children was Benjamin Walker 
Esq. and he in turn was the parent of 
the Honorable Timothy, LLD who 
became a justice of the Ohio courts, 
and others. 

A descendant of Justice Walker was 
Nicholas Longworth. He was 
probably a grandson, and as such 
would be the 10th generation. 

Nicholas Longworth was elected a 
Representative in Congress, and he 
served for many years as the Speaker 
of the House. His wife was Alice 


Roosevelt, ‘Princess Alice,” the 
daughter of President Theodore. 
Princess Alice ruled the social roost 
in Washington DC for many years, 
having been brought up in the White 
House, and having a husband who was 
the head of one of the branches of 
Congress. She died only recently, in 
her 90th year,

It is possible that Timothy did not 
board at all. It is quite possible that 
he walked back and forth, or rode 
horseback. Timothy may or may not 
have been present for that first 
Wilmington town meeting. 

For two years, although there is 
nothing in the Wilmington records to 
say so, the town meetings and the 
town religious services were in the 
school “by Deacon Walker's."" Then, 
in 1732, the town built its first church, 
in front of what is now called the Old 
Cemetery. 

Deacon Walker moved to the 

\ Shawsheen precinct of Woburn in 
1725. Today we call that precinct 
Burlington... There were relatives 
there, all descended from Capt. 
Richard. It is fair to note that one of 
those Walker men became a Major 
General, in 1795 or thereabouts, when 
the war with France was threatened. 
His name was John, and he lived to 
1815. 

A son of General John Walker was 
the Honorable Timothy of 
Charlestown, Timothy was quite a 
name, in the Walker family. 
Timothy's son James became 
president of Harvard College. Of 
course he was the Rev. James. The 
writer is not certain as to the year, but 
it was about 1855. 

After Deacon Samuel moved to 
Shawsheen (Burlington) in 1725 his 
son Samuel took over the home in 
which he was born. This was the man 
who later was known as Captain 
Samuel. 


Benjamin Harnden lived nearby, in 
1735. That is known because of 
several factors, one of them being 
that an Abbott from Andover became 


’s. The first name was 
probably John. Elizabeth Harnden 
was his mother, and Benjamin 
probably his uncle. It is to be believed 
that Abbott lived in his uncle's home. 
He lived only a few months. The 
cause of his death is not known. 
Captain Samuel became the father 
of another Timothy, who built a home 
on Shawsheen Avenue, where the 
Alden Eames house used to stand. It 
may or may not have been the same 
house. There is a story of a fire 
sometime before the Revolution, and 
of the house being rebuilt. The writer 
does not know. 
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‘Timothy, the legends say, “came up 
from Woburn” - but of course Goshen 
was a part of Woburn. He became a

‘same organization as the Minutemen, 
but it marched, on Concord Day. 
There were about 50 ges 16 to 
60. One of them was a young man 
who, 50 years later was Colonel 
Samuel Hopkins. 

Like others in the family Timothy 
had strong religious feelings. In the 
1790's there was a religious 
movement in Massachusetts away 
frorh Congregationalism and toward 
Unitarianism. Timothy tried that, in 
Wilmington, but it did not succeed. 

Later he was elected Deacon of the

Walker School (on Church Street) got 
its name. 

‘There were three grandsons, in that 
eighth generation of Walkers. The 
Hon. Timothy Walker, LLD, was a 
noted jurist, who later settled’ in 
Cincinatti, Ohio. Sears Cook Walker 
was a noted mathematician and 
astronomer, who worked for what 
later became the U.S. Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. He lived in 
Philadelphia. 

‘Their half brother was Professor E. 

Otis Kendall. He was to become the 
Dean of the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 
‘The writer believes that a sum of 
money for educational purposes was 
given to Wilmington from the family 
of Sears Cook Walker, and from that 
the Walker School got its name. It is‘ 
certain that another sum of money 
was given to the town, and is still in a 
trust fund, from that ily. 

About 15 years ago someone from 
Cincinatti visited Wilmington, to find 
out about the Walker family. 

‘The writer never saw that person, 
but heard about him after he had left. 
It could have been an interesting 
conversation. 

It should be said, too that there is a 
legend that Benjamin Thompson, w! 
was later Count Rumf jught 
school in Wilmington while he was 
attending Harvard College. Thomp- 
son lived in a home in North Woburn 
which is still preserved by the 
Rumford Historical Society. 

‘The writer does not necessarily 
accept that legend. Thompson may 
have taught in Wilmington, but there 
is nothing in the records of the 
Rumford Society to substantiate that 
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statement. If he did, the chances 
would be that it would have been the 
school by Deacon Walker's, which 
was about two miles from his home. 

‘Thompson moved to Concord, New 
Hampshire, where he married, at the 
age of 19. The clergyman who per- 
formed the ceremony was probably 
the Rev. Timothy Walker.

Thirty burglar and h alarms 
from homes, industries pagan all 
of which’ proved to be false, were 
investigated by members of 
Wilmington’s Police Department last 
week.

Wilmington may soon have an 
Police force. 

Chief of Police Bobby Stewart has 
announced plans to form a Volunteer 
Auxiliary Police Force, which would 
be formed under civil defense 
regulations. 

Since last summer, Wilmington has 
had no special police officers. Town 
Manager Sterling Morris eliminated 
the police officers after it was 

that the town had no statutory 
authority for the officers. 

The Volunteer Auxiliary Police 
Force would not have police powers 
except in an emergency declared by 
the state or federal government. 
However, Chief Stewart said that the 
auxiliary force would serve as eyes 
and ears for the regular police. They 
would also perform some work, which 
would serve as training for them.

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Gas was cheap 
at Louie's 


Believe it or not, there was a time 
when gasoline sold for something less 
than $1 a gallon, 

Half a century ago Louie Elfman 
was one of a half a dozen retailers 
along Main Street, in Wilmington. 
Louie generally had the lowest price 
for gas, and when the average dealer 
was charging 16 cents, Louie was 
selling gas for fourteen cents. 

Of course it was not a brand name. 
Louie called it Tank Car gas, and the 
Story, at leastat first, was that he had 
@ tank car on the nearby railroad 
tracks - although as far as the writer 
knows, no one ever saw such a tank 
tar. 

Louie was a smart merchant. He 
‘Send his wife Eva came to Wilmington 
Shout early in the 1920's, and 
Wibought a home at the corner of Main 
opand zaae Streets, Across the street 
owas ipson’s Grove, where St. 
‘PBorothy’s Church is today. 

US Army veteran of World War I, 
was Jewish, born in Russia, 

** Louie bought Mason Alexander’s 
garage, which was not being used at 
that time. Mason Alexander had the 
Garage built about 1915, The brook 
which flowed under Main Street, and 
was known as Mill Brook was 
bridged, for the construction of that 
garage. The garage fronted on Main 
Street, and that word fronted best 
describes it. 

There was no such thing as a set- 
back, for property, in 1915, 

After Louie bought the garage he 
cut it back, about 20 feet, and put in 
some big windows, in front. He 
started selling Colonial gas, which 
was a firm with large dome like gas 
Stations, long since sold out. 

But Louie got another source, which 
was cheaper, and he started to beat 
down the prices: He sold plenty of 
gas, and he made money. 


Dumping 


He started a fuel oil service. It is 
eal Boing today, operated by another 
irm. 


Twenty years later Louie retired 
from business, He turned the garage 
and station over to a friend, and 
moved to Mexico City. He and his 
wife had long since parted ways. 

One of the men who had been 
working for Louie was a gentleman by 
the name of Tim

went up the street and got a job doing 
‘the same thing for a new firm in town

After half a dozen years or so, Tim 
heard that Louie had died, in Mexico.

Behind one of the buildings located 
‘on Andover Street, and northerly of 
Route 125 is a mass of broken con- 
crete and broken bricks. The building 
has recently been purchased by a 
Wilmington firm. 

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission says that the pile of 
broken re-inforced concrete and 
bricks is the remains of the former 
Fargo Building of Boston, It was 
trucked out to Wilmington and 
dumped, says Chester Bruce, 
chairman, without any knowledge of 
Wilmington officials 

The Fargo Building was 
headquarters for the First US Naval 
District during World War II. It was 
located on Summer Street, about 
‘opposite to the Commonwealth Pier. 

Chairman. Chester Bruce, last 
Thursday, in a Conservation Com- 
mission meeting said that the 
Massachusetts Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering had 
been checking a small stream which 
runs parallel to Andover Street and 
tnder Route 125, to the Browns 
Crossing Well Field, of the 
Wilmington Water Department. As 
Mr. Bruce expressed it, DEQE was 
not happy. 

Bruce made the statement that,

The Wilmington Concom had 
served a cease and desist order on all 
the Andover Street firms last March.

present. 

Marson told Concom members that 
the cease and desist order was a 
complete surprise to his firm. 


Ambrit, he said, had made an ad- 
dition to its building, over a year ago. 
It had been in compliance with the 
town bylaws, and had cleared off a 
knoll in back, while constructing the 
building, to have room for future 
parking. 

There were, he said, about 1,000 
yards of clean fill which the con- 
tractor had left there, and for which 
he intended to return and remove this 
spring. That could not be done after 
the cease and desist order had been 
served, 

Bruce told the group that the fill 
was in the small stream, and he 
exhibited a photograph. 

Another firm, Bruce said, had “‘a lot 
of material coming out” from in back 
of the building. That firm, too, has 
recently changed hands, 

Bruce did not agree that the fill 
was, as Orgen said “‘clean."” Concom 
and the three representatives of 
Ambrit agreed to mutually inspect 
the area, and then probably come to 
an agreement. 

Ambrit, Inc., of Andover Street, 
Wilmington is a unique company, or 
so it may be said.

Mico Kaufman has, one can say, 
done it again. 

The Tewksbury sculptor designed 
and sculpted the medal now on 
display, and now being sold by the 
City of Boston, in honor of the 350th 
anniversary of that town. It is called 
the 350th Jubilee Medal. 

The medal, as the result of an old 
Boston tradition going back to the 
time when French ships were in 
Boston, during the Revolution, was 
cast in France. The French Mint 
struck the medal. It was, for that 
mint, only the third time it had struck 
a medal for one of the great world 
cities. 

The French Consul General made 
the presentation, at a large gathering 
of invited guests, on June 12, Among 
the guests was the Director of the 
Louvre. . 

‘The medal is now on display at the 
State Street Bank. Itis ina handsome 
illuminated display, with other 
samples of the Monnai De Paris 
(French Mint) art. 

Mico is a soft spoken native of 
Roumania who came to the United 
States in 1951, after having had 
several years of study in Rome. He 
lives in Tewksbury, but his range is 
world wide. 

In 1978 he was named the Sculptor 
of the Year by the American 
Numismatic Association. He is a 
member of the prestigious National 
Sculpture Society. He is, too,

finishing up a year as president of the 
Rotary Club of Tewksbury. 

It was Mico who was chosen to 
design the medal for the inauguration 
of Gerald Ford, as president of the 
United States. ‘A few years ago he 
was one of a dozen distinguished 
American sculptors who represented 
this country, at the 16th International 
Exposition of Contemporary 
Medalists, in Kracow, Poland. 

He has made a 200 medal collection, 
entitled the “History of America” for 
the American Numismatic Society. It 
was Mico who designed a series of 
medals for the Judaic Heritage 
Society. 

A few months ago, in Lowell, there 
was a decision to honor the memory of 
a policeman, killed in the line of duty. 
It was Mico Kaufman who designed 
and sculpted that statue. He designed 
it to be a tribute to all policemen 
killed in the line of duty. 

Mico, too, was the sculptor who 
designed the Centennial of Light 
medal, in 1976. That medal was 
presented to the president of the 
Boston Edison Company, and it rests 
today, on the desk of that man.
